Money for 
inner-city 
projects 
available 


Without question, one of the biggest 
challenges facing a city the size of 
Columbus is the constant need for capital 
and infrastructure improvements in the 
inner-city. It is the older neighborhoods 
which are impacted the most by urban 
decay and the push to expand the city 
limits through efforts to encourage 
development which often takes needed 
city funds out of the central city area 

In Columbus, city leaders have recog- 
nized the need to address this issue and 
havé taken steps to insure money is 
available for inner-city projects. The 
Urban Infrastructuré Recovery Fund 
(UIRF) was established in 1992 to ad- 
dress the serious capital improvement 
needs of the central city. Columbus City 
Council member Michael Coleman, who 
Chairs Council's Finance and Administra- 
tion Committee, created the fund to avoid 
problems being experienced in other 
cities 

"As we looked across the nation we 
saw large cities that had allowed their 
inner-city to deteriorate," Councilman 
Coleman said. "When the inner-city 
deteriorates, the entire community suf- 
fers. As Columbus continues to grow we 
want to reinvest in the older areas of the 
city as well. | want to take steps to insure 
that capital impravements in the inner- 
city receive a high priority.” 

UIRF provides $24 million over six 
years for the rebuilding of urban core and 
older neighborhoods. Project selections 
are undertaken in a comprehensive, 
coordinated manner in tandem with city 
revitalization strategies, The Urban In- 
frastructure Advisory Committee, a rep- 
resentative group of*central city 
neighborhood organizations. working 
with council and the city Development 
Department, reviews funding requests 
and makes recommendations regarding 
specific projects annually. This year, 
funding is included for 27 projects total- 
ing $3:9 million in city investments. How- 
ever, Coleman said the exciting prospect 
is the amount of money this investment 
will leverage from the state

“A Time of Prayer and Healing” 
was the focus of the service and the 
program included words of en- 
couragement, prayer for victims 
and families, children, pastors and 
counselors, and for the suspects 
In addition to music led by a mass 
choir composed of members from 
almost every African- American 
church in the metropolitan area, 
local Black ministers of every 
denomination panticipatéd in the 
service. The local ministry was 
joined in this special service by 
Rev. Jesse Jackson Jr., son. of 
famed preacher and national figure 
Jesse Jackson, along with Rev. 
James Trent Meeks, pastor of the 
Chicago, Ill. Salem Baptist Church 
and a leader in the Rainbow Coali- 
tion 

Rev. W.B. Parker, pastor of the 
Loving St, James Baptist Church, 
encouraged Christians in the com- 
munily to be prepared to minister to 
the families affected. "We need to 
minister to our families and heal the 
hurt before we can adequately help 
those directly affected.” said Rev. 
Parker. "To those of us who have 
families torn apart by this tragedy. 
we need to realize how blessed we 
are. We must not only help those 
who have had their families torn 
apart by tragedy, but we must make 
this, community stronger by 
strengthening all of our families.” 
~ Rev. Parker- went on-to relate 
how his church had suffered the 
loss of al least one member and 
several are still missing.

Kelley Ave.; and St. John Mission- 
ary Baptist Church, 5700 N. Kelley 
Ave. 

At the conclusion of the service 
the ministers announced a relief 
fund they were establishing and 
collected several thousand dollars 
in an offering to. Start the fund. 
Donations from across the nation 
have already started going to the 
fund and the ministers expect to 
raise thousands of dollars to be 
distributed in aid directly to families 
affected by the bombing.

On Thursday evening May 4, 
1995, Martin Luther King lil will 
share his vision for peace with the 
Columbus community. at the 
second annual Families of Distino- 
lion Awards, The awards. 
presented by Crittenton Family 
Services, are designed to honor 
local families who have overcome 
significant obstacles in support of 
strengthening their family, or who 
have made great contributions to 
the community in support of foster- 
ing healthy families 

Martin Luther King lil is. the 
second oldest of the four children 
of the late Or. Martin Luther King, 
Jr. and Coretta Scott King. Mr. King 
was only four years old when his 
father was killed as a result of his 
work to ensure equality for all 
citizens in the United States. Mr. 
King follows in his-ftather's 
footsteps, and is a human rights 
advocate, community activist and 
political leader. He has been in- 
volved in essential programs to 
nurture the personal, educational 
and skill development of youth 

As a county commissioner for 
Fulton County in Georgia, Mr. King 
initiated the King Summer Intern 


Program, designed to provide op- 
portunities for high school stu- 
dents, and Call to Manhood, an 
annual event designed to unite 
young African-American males 
with positive adult role models.

has adopted a new, tougher, no- 
nonsense style. Gone is the 
easygoing, wisecracking judge 
who joked with lawyers and broke 
up the courtroom with witty one- 
liners 

Ito has limited legal arguments 
to 15 minutes, issued a written 
code of conduct for lawyers and 
threatened to impose sanctions if 
lawyers interrupt each other, Ito no 
longer allows lawyers unlimited 
time to grill witnesses and orders 
them to “move on" if they've 
lingered on aline of questioning too 
long. Ito expelled two court ob- 
servers for mumbling under their 


breath on April 27 and banned 
beepers and cellular phones from 
the court on May 1 when a 
reporter's ringing cellular phone in- 
terrupted court proceedings. 

Even though the trial is moving 
along al a brisker pace since Ito 
adopted a tougher stance, jurors 
still seemed inattentive and bored. 
Some jurors doodle instead of 
taking notes and don't pay atten- 
tion when evidence videos are 
screened.

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n the wake of the Oklahoma City bombing, which 
occurred two years to the day after the botched 
federal raid at Waco which resulted in the deaths of 
87 Branch Davidians, there has been much hand-wringing 
abouf the dangers of terrorism -- and muctr blame-passing 
about the root causes of the attack 
in the initial moments after the attack, it was assumed 
by many that the bombing had been the work of some 
Muslim terrorist. But as an arrest was made --of a far-right 
sympathizer named Tim McVeigh -- it became increasingly 
clear that the hands of hate did not come from across th® 
sea, but were in fact home-grown . 
Within days, the nation was made acutely aware of a 
cult of far-right militarists who believe that the federal 
government is the enemy; that the attack on the Branch 
,Davidians, and the arrest of other far-rightists, reflect a 
bias against their beliefs, and that there was a need to 
prepare for a war against the corrupt and depraved federal 
government 
What do we make of this attack? Of course, politicians 
will find a way to shape the meaning of these events to fit 
their own agendas. And some have found that President 
Clinton's remarks in the wake of this vile tragedy -- that 
there are purveyors of hate who have poisoned our 
nation’s political discourse -- are really self-serving 
remarks designed'to protect a faltering president 
But we disagree. We believe that President Clinton 
was right in challenging the climate of hatred and resent- 
ment which is being created by right-wing politicians 
The airwaves-are replete with examples: from-derry 
Falwell hawking a tape whictr accuses Clinton of being a 
murderer: to Rush Limbaugh's tirades about “feminazis" 
and his. mocking of Black dialect; to religious leaders 
urging the violent attack of abortion clinics and clinicians, 
to G. Gordon Liddy even advising his listeners -- over a 
nationwide radio hookup -- to aim, in case of a rajd, for the 
heads of agents of the Alcohol, Tobacco, and Firearms 
office because they are wearing bullet-proof vests 
Clinton's opponents have attempted to charge that he 
is simply tarring all those who oppose him with the same 
Brush of extremism. But there is clearly a difference 
between simple opposition -: even heated opposition - 
and a Strategy that attempts to debase, degrade, and 
dehumanize one's opposition. It is one thing, for example, 
for Newt Gingrich to argue that 40 years of Democratic 
congressional policies are wrong for thé nation. It is 
something entirely different for him to strategically use

Certainly there are those who believe, as many on the 
radical right do, that the U.S. government was wrong in its 
actions against the Branch Davidians. There are those 
who honestly believe that affirmative action is wrong. And 
there are many who, in good conscience, consider abor- 
tion to be murder, and thus all abortion wrong 


Moses. During the time of oppression 
by the Egyptians, his mother places 
him in @ papyrus boat and sends him 
down the river, where he is found by 
pharaoh’s daughter, who is bathing. 
She falls in love with the child, and 
proposes to raise it. But who will take 
care of it? ~The Egyptian woman is ap- 
proached by Moses’ older sister, who 
volunteers her mother for the task. And 


But the issue is not the views themselves: it is the mean, 
ugly and divisive manner in which some of those who 
believe these things across the airwaves have a tendency 
to label those who disagree with them 

Many of these right-wing hosts have said that they 
provide entertainment, and a vent for the frustrations of 
average Americans, But there is obviously a difference 
between aggressively challenging the ATF and calling on 
listeners to Shoot ATP agents in the head: 

And there is the unintended consequence of these 
hateful actions. Is a Michael Griffin encouraged to kill an 
abortion doctor because of the rabble:rousing fury of the 
anti-abortion movement? Maybe not -- but maybe so. A 
court found White Aryan Resistance leader Tom Metzger 
guilty of inciting the murder of an Ethiopian in Portland -- 
even though he was not involved in the murder. Hateful 
speech has a way of energizing those who already harbor 
hate -- and possibly loosening them from the inhibitions 
which would keep them from acting on their hate 

It is hypocritical for politicians on the right -- who have 
vigorously attacked the speeches of Louis Farrakhan as 
"hate speech" -- to be so quick to argue that the speech of 
right-wingers does not have an impact. 

Words have a power all their own, Maybe it’s time, as 
the president has urged, for those on all sides of the issue 
to lower their voices -- and try to bridge the gaps that divide 
us, SO those gaps don't ultimately destroy us. 


Plotting a strategy 


he storm clouds are clearly rising on the horizon, 

and the winds of change are starting to blow, It 

is unquestionable that, in the wake of the Novem- 
ber, 1994 elections, gusts of hurricane force are threaten- 
ing to challenge Black America 

Republicans who contro! the U.S, House and the 
Senate, propelled by the anger of the "Angry white males" 
who are generally canceded to have been the key force in 
creating Republican domination, have almost to a man 
(and woman) called for the elimination of affirmative action 
programs. President Clinton himself, caught in the fires- 
torm, has implemented a review of all federal programs 

Already, at least one program -- which provides tax 
benefits to broadcast companies that sell out to minorities 
-- has bitten the dust. And federal set-aside programs may 
be on the chopping block, if Republican leaders have their 
way. 

The House Republicans have promised to “reform" 
welfare in such a way that it will allow recipients to receive 
benefits for only two consecutive years, and five years total 
over a lifetime. Passage of the House Republican bill 
would potentially end benefits for many of the 14 million 
persons nationwide who depend on welfare benefits just 
to survive 

In the past, the Supreme Court was perceived by many 
Blacks as a defender of the rights of minorities. But the 
court, in a nghtward turn that has become even more 
pronounced since the Reagan years, has curtailed the use 
of minority set-aside programs (and may, in an upcoming 
decision, eliminate them altogether); has sought to make 
it more difficult to create electoral districts containing Black 


Rebuilding our city 


he city of Columbus has been spectacularly suc- 

cessful in expanding its corporate boundaries, 

and sustaining economic growth within those 
boundaries, It can rightly be contrasted with cities such 
as Cincinnati and Cleveland, who have been landlocked 
for most of the past half-century and thus have been 
unable to capture much development which heads to the 
suburbs. 

But Columbus shares with Cincinnati and Cleveland a 
problem which has been of long standing--- the problern 
of deteriorating inner-city neighborhoods, neighborhoods 
with poor lighting, bad roads, and little of the “curb appeal” 
that helps to stimulate growth in outer neighborhoods. 

That has been, in part, because Columbus’ growth and 
success in capturing within its boundaries what would 
have been suburban development has not come without 
a price. The price has been infrastructure giprovements 
-- roads, storm sewers, sanitary sewers, and other utilities 
-- which have gone into these areas to spur development. 


The city only has so many dollars for such improve- 
ments, Because they have, in the past, been pointed 
outward toward new development, older neighborhoods 
often found themselves facing decaying infrastructure 
even as those resources were being directed fo newer 
neighborhoods. “

majorities, and has made it easier for whites to claim 
"reverse discrimination" -- even as it has made it harder, 
in a number of cases, for Blacks to demonstrate that they 
have been victims of discrimination. 

While the climate is challenging for Blacks, that is 
nothing new. Black Americans have always had to fight 
through painful and even dangerous times to build hope 
and community in the face of hostility. What the times 
demand, as we used to say in the 1960s, is "not a man, 
but a plan.” 

The Congressional Black Caucus |s attempting to serve 
as the spearheads of a plan. They are hosting, in 
Washington beginning Friday, May 19, and continuing into 
the next day, the African American Legislative Summit, at 
which they will attempt to formulate a plan for confronting 
the challenges that Black people are facing today. 

Some nave already begun to develop strategies, Dis- 
cussion Is being made of national boycotts of companies 
who do not promote fairness in the hiring of Blacks; of 
expansion of the movement toward an independent politi- 
cal party; and of increased support for Black institutions 

Clearly, there are a number of strategies which can be 
developed to protect and promote our own interests. The 
process can, and should, begin with the CBC's legislative 
summit. But it cannot end there. If there was ever a time 
when strong and unified support was necessary in the 
Black community, it is today. 

The rising tide of hostility toward racial justice in 
America must be met head-on. We urge those who can 
to participate in the many efforts to address these issues. 
We as a people can afford no less. 


That's why city councilman Michael Coleman, who has 
spearheaded the effort, and all his council colleagues are 
to be commended for their effort to provide increased 
funding for infrastructure improvements within the inner 
city. ‘ 
The Urban Intrastructure Recovery Fund (UIRF) will 

provide $24 million over the next six years for infrastruc- 
ture improvements. Some of those dollars will be used to 
leverage state public works dollars for road improvements 
in the inner city. The dollars are being spread all around 
the city in 26 different projects for 1995 alone, as a means 
of not only improving streets and other utilities in Colum- 
Fre but in stimulating development through these im- 
rovements. 

-The VIFF, while beneficial, represents only a small step 
in creating significant reinvestment in inner-city neighbor- 
hoods, so those neighborhoods can again become neigh- 
borhoods of choice for thousands of Columbusites. But 
this program, if coupled with aggressive city efforts to pour 
other dollars into these communities -- and the active and 
aggressive support of the business community to provide 
jobs and businesses in these amas -- can be part of a 
winding strategy to revive our neighborhoods.

In our society, we recognize that effective child-rearing 


has a tremendous societal value: well-raised children are 
more likely to be working, and less likely to be in jail; more 
likely to be educated, and less likely to end up as wards 
of the state; less likely to place stress on human and social 
service systems, with their attendant costs 


But if we recognize the worth of that child care, what is 


its economic value? That's a much tougher question, And 


it is reflected in the debate over welfare reform 
it is agreed on all sides of the political spectrum that 


the welfare system provides perverse incentives for many 
who have-been locked into years of dependency. Jesse 
Jackson, after all, has called the welfare system "Jones- 
town Kool-aid", arguing that it may be sweet to those who 
are on it but it ends up in death of the spirit for those who 
drink too deeply oft 


There is a unanimity that the system as it is currently 
structured doesn't work. And, surprisingly, there is a great 


deal of unanimity that work is the solution to the problem, 


Even those on the left agree that welfare should be an 
alternative of last resort, and that those who are on welfare 
would be better off in productive labor. 

But as those on the right plan to radically transform the 
welfare state -- the U.S. House of Representatives has 
passed a measure which would limit welfare recipients to 
no more than two gonsecutive years, and five years total, 
on the dole -- the issue begins to take a different form. The 
House GOP plan will force us to examine the economic 
consequences, and value, of a mother's care. 

The attack on welfare, of course, is based on the 
assumption that most welfare mothers are lazy and/or 
promiscuous. State Rep. Joan Lawrence of Galena, who 
sponsored the legisiation eliminating the state's General 
Assistance program and is leading the charge toward 
welfare reform generally, said that the current system "lets 
(welfare mothers) do nothing." But taking care of a young 
child is "doing nothing" only if you don't have one. 

After all, we all believe there is a value -- not only 
societal, but economic -- to child care, Day care providers 
often charge $300 or more per child per month to provide 
care for children during the eight-hour working day. In the 
foster careprogram, Franklin County (as an example) 
pays foster parents $14 per day for young children with no 
special problems who have been taken from their parents 


by. Children’s Services for abuse and neglect. °A foster 
parent with two children,can receive $840 per month for 
foster care 

At the same time, the state pays a welfare recipient 
only $341 per month to take care of herself and those 
same two children. 

And studies have found that one of the major reasons 
which-parents.who.get off welfare by taking jobs actually 
fall back into welfare is the inability to maintain low-cost, 
quality child care. These parents must often have to take 
off to address the needs of their children. . 

According to the 1990 census, there are 476,000 
female-headed households in Ohio. State welfare statis- 
tics indicate that almost half of the female-headed 
households in the state are receiving AFDC. Whatis more 
disturbing is that, again according to the 1990 census, 
466,000 of the female-headed houses - well over 90 
percent -- are living in poverty. 

Even those female-headed households who are Work- 
ing find themselves caught in a vice which constantly 
threatens their job stability and their economic well-being. 


The best solution, Lawrence believes, is eliminating 
illegitimacy, which will reduce the number of female- 
headed households significantly. But even if illegitimacy 
dropped to zero, thousands ot working women affected by 
divorce, abandonment and widowhood would still find 
themselves caught between the rock of job requirements 
and the hard place of the demands of single parenthood. 

After all, the state -- whictt now demanding that these 
women get off the dole and’ become productive members 
of society -- also‘demands that they take care of their 
children, That they not leave them home alone; that they 
do not neglect them in other ways; that they provide 
financially for. them. Lawrence argues that low-income 
single mothers who often work in positions at or only 
slightly above minimum wage should find other alterna- 
tives to take care of their children, such as with family or 
neighbors, But this may often force the child to be placed 
with individuals who are not licensed and may not be 
capable. 

Lawrence accepts these realities as part of the cost of 
transforming the system. “There will obviously be some 
people who will have a problem with their children," 
Lawrence said, “There will be a certain percentage of 
women who get that job and struggle to keep it.” 

But it all comes back to a fundamental question: how 
much is actually taking care of that child worth to Ohio -- 
and the nation? It is a question which the nation must 
answer, and answer now. The lives of hundreds of 
thousands of children are depending on it.

Mothers of my mother’s generation had it no easier 
than mothers of today. In some ways it was probably a lot 
harder if you factor in Jim Crow laws; blatant segregation 
in public accommodations and schools; and inequality, in 
general. Add to this the strain of raising children ih the 
“proper path" and you're looking at a major Motrin 
headache, 

My mother and her generation never took a class on 
child bearing nor read books dedicated to child rearing. 
Most of all, my mother's generation never, ever, felt it was 
a Constitutional Right to have society, in general, look out 
for their children, 

Oh sure, if a neighbor saw me or my brother not 
exemplitying "proper virtues”, an immediate call would be 
placed to my mother outlining in excruciating detall any 
real or perceived misdeeds. This would lead, of course, to 
some “serious guidance” via the broom handle or nearest 
inanimate object within my mother's grasp. 

But for women of my mother's generation to grasp the 
notion that Society in general was fesporisibie for parental 
guidance was not only a slap in the face, but a mark on 
the family name,

A dramatic adaptation by actor and 
director Steven Berkoff of Franz Kafka’s 
novel, “The Trial" tells the story of Joseph 
K, a bank clerk who finds himself the 
victim of an insane and faceless 
bureaucracy. i is placed under an absurd 
walking arrest in which he is free to go 
about his business while others deter- 
mine his guilt. His struggle to fight and 
win his case is made more difficult by his 
abiding sense of guilt.

On Tuesday, April 18, The Colum- 
bus Dispatch printed an Associated 
Press article reporting that the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service revoked the tax 
exemption status of a church in Ves- 
tal, N.Y., because of its political ac- 
tivities. The Coalition of Concerned 
Black Citizens has expressed dismay 
over the possible ramifications the 
IRS ruling might have on: African- 
American churches. 

Traditionally, persons seeking to 
be elected to political. office have 
sought endorsements and financial 
assistance from the African-American 
religious community. Because of this 
reality, the Coalition of Concerned 
Black Citizens believes the African- 
American church sits in a vulnerable 
position, more so than other churches 
in America due to the manner that 
African-American churches have 
traditionally supported its candidates 
of choice.

Some churches engage in the 
practice.of taking up offerings and 
collections for political candidates 
during Sunday morming service. In 
some cases the plate is passed, cash 
is given and the church writes a check 
to the respective campaigns. This is a 
clear violation of the tax code and 
Ohio campaign laws. - 

Once the church at Pierce Creek in 
Vestal, N.Y., which, by the way, only 
placed an advertisement in USA 
Today and The Washington Times 
(on Oct. 30, 1992, a week before the 
presidential election, expressing their 
political opposition to Bill Clinton) had 
its tax exemption status revoked only 
after one violation, the Coalition of 
Concerned Black Citizens recognized 
the open vulnerability of the African- 
American church to having its tax ex- 
emption status fall into harm's way as 
well.

According to Ruth Fraling-McNeil, 
president of the coalition's Columbus 
chapter, “the coalition is sounding an 
all points bulletin to the church in 
general but to the’ African-American 
church in particular, (the most vul- 
nerable target of this issue), to take 
heed of the actions taken against the 
church at Pierce Creek and to review 
its own policy and procedure regard- 
ing political campaign activity." 

In light of upcoming mayoral and 
city council elections, the Coalition of 
Concerned Black Citizens in the inter- 
est of providing leadership and 
guidance extends the opportunity to 
host a forum for those churches inter- 
ested in protecting itself from prob- 
able penalties of the law up to and 
including the revocation of their tax 
exemptions status.

In my inaugural remarks last January, 
! promised to do more to put Ohio 
taxpayers’ dollars to work here in Ohio, on 
Main Street rather than Wall Street. I'd like 
to tell you of a plan we have developed to 
help do just that, and have it-in place in 
July, as the state's new fiscal year begins. 

We are forming a working partnership 
with the Small Business Administration 
(SBA), designed to increase available 
capital for lenders and small businesses 
in Ohio. This will be done by leveraging 
the state's investment dollars, (which, of 
coutse, are taxpayers’ money) through 
the SBA's new and widely successful pro- 
gram called Low Doc Loan. This is a 
simplified loan program, with minimal 
paperwork, that helps small businesses 
that seek to expand their productive

Your state treasury proposes to com- 
mit $50. million to this new investment 
initiative that we are calling the Main 
Street Investment Initiative.
